It Is now apparent that the chances of 


Lord Roberts' catching the retreating 
Boers in a net are p-«ry slender. The 
Boers have everywhere retired at tha 
first pressure of the British advance, and 
the hope that General Rundie would be 
able to induce them to remain at De 
Wets Dorp until they had been forced to 
fight or to surrender has been disap- 
pointed. 


The cavalry have already had a long 


march over heavy and sandy roads; and 
nothing is known regarding the condi- 
tion of the horses. In any case it is now 
a race between the federals and the 
forces of General French and General 
Hamilton. 


The slowness of the recent movements 


of the British Infantry and previous ex- 
perience of the a/bilijy of the Boers to 
move rapidly with guns and bag-gaga 
over their own country, lead to a belief 
that Lord Roberts' enveloping operations 
will fail and will have to be repeated 
further north. 


At the most he will perhaps capture 


some Boer guns and baggage and harry 
the retreating burghers. 


Considerable results have been at- 


tained In the relief of Wepener and In the 
clearing of the'- southeastern corner ot 
the Free State of Boers; but the Boer 
army, whatever Its strength, has still to 
be dealt with. 


Besides the casualties among the men, 


the Boer bombardment of Colonel Dal- 
gety's position wrought great havoo 
among the cattle and horses. The gar- 
rison could have held out for another 
fortnight, but it Is in no condition to 
render much assistance In pursuing the 
Boers. 


There Is Mttle news from other quar- 


ters. The inhabitants of Mafeklng are 


no comment whatever on General Me- 
thuen's 
Magersfonitein, 
ooeratlons. 


"Neither," hec 
ontinucd, "did Lord 


Roberts' dispatches indicate that his 
advance was either retarded or modi- 
fied by the scarcity of remounts. At 
the same time," the secretarv declared,

with a rise of 4500 feet.

THE STATE CONVENTION 


MoKinley Administration Endorsed, Na- 


tional Policy Upheld, Last National 


Republican Platform Eeaffirmed, 
Financial Legislation Approved 


Boston, April 26—The republicans of 


Massachusetts held their convention 
today to elect delegates to the national 
convention. 


There was great enthusiasm when the 


name of John D. Long was presented 
for the vice-presidency. 


The decorations were profuse. 
Col. A. H. Goetting called the con- 


vention to order •and made a short 
spech. 


Congressman F. H. Gillett of Spring- 


field was permanent chairman. 


It was announced 1894 delegates ware 


present. 


The name of Charles H. Allen gov- 


ernor of Porto Rico received cheers. 


The platform was unanimously adopt- 


ed. 


Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, Con- 


gressman Samuel W. 
McCall, Hon. 


William B. Plunkett and Hon. Walter 
Clifford were unanimously elected dele- 
gates. 


Congressman Dolliver of Iowa then 


addressed the convention. 


The platform adopted was in part as 


follows: 


"The republicans of Massachusetts 


reaffirm their unwavering adherence 
to The principles set forth, in the plat- 
form adopted by the national conven- 
tion of 1896. which have been maintain- 
ed and upheld by the party, whether in 
Defeat or in success, since its origin. 
Ev«jry position maintained in that 
platform has been adhered to, every 
pledge has ben kept. Cuba has been 
set fret and Spanish dominion in Amer- 
ica has come to an end. The monetary 
system of the nation h-as been put upon 
a sound and uniform gold basis. The 
sectional and unjust tariff laws of the 
last administration have been replaced 
by legislation adequate to the protec- 
tion of American labor and the develop 
ment of American bifsiness. We be- 
lieve that the principles then promul- 
gated, which have been effectual 
to 


lift the country out of the slough of 
democratic misrule, are still adequate 
for the continued growiii, prosperity, 
and happiness of the people of 
the 


United States. We especially congrat- 
ulate the country upon the rejection of 
free silver coinage and the indosement 
of the gold standard. 


The republican party lives not in the 


traditions of the past alone. It keeps 
in touch with the advance of civiliza- 
tion, and has never hesitated to meet 
new questions as they arise, and to ap- 
ply to their solution the principles of 
justice, humanity 
and 
patriotism, 


which it has always maintained. Some 
such questions now confront the peo- 
ple of the nation, and while we have 
faith that the convention to be held at 
Philadelphia will adequately proclaim 
the attitude and policy of the party, 
we desire, nevertheless, to express the 
opinions upon these questions of the 
republicans of the commonwealth. 


"By the treaty of Paris a number

congress of the United States. As a 
result of these acquisitions, races of 
people have come under the protection 
of the American flag who have been so 
long- degraded by tyranny as to have 
very inadequate conceptions of 
the 


true spirit of liberty and of the re- 
sponsibilities of self-government, and 
who have been so impoverished and 
weakened by the exploitations of their 
oppressors as to be unable to defend 
themselves, unaided, from the greed 
of foreign conquest. 
Nx> greater trust" 


than the uplifting ana educating- of 
these defenceless people has been im- 
posed uuon the United States. 
The 


republican party believes it to be tn"e 
high and solemn duty of the nation to 
accept and execute this trust, with all 
the responsibilities it involves, By re- 
taining the islands, aiij by providing 
for their adequate government upon 
the principles of liberty and humanity. 
It believes that to abandon them to lo- 
cal anarchy or to the lust of the in- 
vader would be cowardly and dishon- 
orable, and a betrayal of its trust, im- 
possible to be contemplated by a great, 
free and enlightened narion. Not the 
material interests alone of the nation,

requires us to suppress disorder and 
violence, to restore peace, to dispel the 
darkness of ignorance, to promote in- 
dustry, to teach them the duties and 
responsibilities of local

ment, to secure to them civil and re- 
ligious liberty, and by these means to 
establish order and civilization in plaxie 
of anarcjiy and barbarism. The same 
policy which governed our fathers in 
dealng1 with the acquisitions of terri- 
tory made \n their time should be nur- 
sued with resivect to these new sossesf 
sians. The instincts of the American 
people, nurtured in liberty and ten- 
acious of its principles, m'ay be trusted 
not to oppress or misgovern the peo- 
ple of these islands, or to exploit them 
far the benefit of the United States. 
Not trade alone, but liberty and civil- 
ization as well, have always followed 
the American flag. 


"The republicans or Massachusetts

mane and patriotic conduct of the. af-

likely it will be for husband and wife to 
sit in their chairs of state with nothing 
to do hut to administer the laws of con- 
gress and receive tha .^audits of a satis- 
fied nation. Mra. Dwvey wiU keep the 
admiral's mind in poise." 


Shooting In a Labor Riot? 


Chicago, April 26.—In a labor riot 


•which occurred at Racine and Welling- 
ton avenues last nigrht one man waa 
killed, another severely wounded and six 
others sustained slight injuries. Peter 
Miller was shot through the head by H. 
C. Baster and instantly killed. 
There 


were no other participants in the riot 
save those that were injured, and all 
were arrested with the exception of 
James Gibbons, who escaped. H. C. 
Baster, who fired the fatal shot and the 
bullets which struck McGuire, is a super- 
intendent employed by the Baker- 
Vawter Printing company. The firm 
employes non-union Jftbor, 
and three 


months ago several pressmen and feed- 
ers were discharged because they joined 
the union. The assaulting party, with 
the exception of Miller, are former em- 
ployes of the firm.

Republicans Elect Delegates in 


Pennsylvania and Ohio. 


Bryan in Kansas 


Haraisburg, April 28.—The RepublioarJ 


state convention was held yesterday Jr. 
the Harrlsbur=r Opera House. It cor- 
dially endorsed1 the administration oi 
President McKinJey and instructed the 
delegates (4 the national convention to 
support his candWqcy for renomination. 


The oonvantlon also declared In favor 


of the ejection of United States senators 
in the same manner that state officers 
aro elected; endorsed Senator Penrosa. 
the administration of Governor Stone 
and other state officials, and pledged "its 
hearty and cordial support" of Mr. Quay 
for re-sleoflon to the United States sen- 
ate. 


The convention also nominated Sena- 


tor E. B. Hardenbergh for auditor sren- 
eral, and Gaiusha A. Grow and Robert 
N. Fosrderer for consressmen-at-Jarg-e. 


The endorsement of Quay wa« opposed 


by Senator Plinn of PlttebUrg, the leader 
of the anti-Quay Republicans In the last 
legislature. Mr. Fllnn explained tha.t he 
ivas in sympathy with the platform in 
everything; except this plant, and moved 
that tt be stricken oeS. His motion waa 
defeated anfl the platform was adopted 
as reported- from the committee. 


The platform deplores the action of 


the United States senate in denying ths 
rlgrht of full representation, and contends 
that the governor has constitutional au- 
thority to make the appointment, and in 
selecting: Mr. Quay he was acting in ac- 
cordance with the clearly expressed will 
of a large majority of the Republicans of 
the state. Continuing, it cays: "We 
ftxpress 6tir confidence in Senator Quay's 
leadership and we believe in his political 
and personal integrity. A great wrong 
has been done him which the peopte will 
right at the proper time, and therefore 
\ve urge and insist that Hon. Matthew 
Stanley Qa-ay shall be a candidate for re- 
election to the United States senate, in 
which he has so long served the people 
with such distinguished ability and 
fidelity, and to this end we pledge him our 
hearty and cordial support." 


After a brief debate yesterday the 


senate agreed to the conference report 
on the Hawaiian civil government bill, 
the provision relating to the right of 
franchise and imprisonment for debt 
having been amended to conform to the 
ideas of the senate.

NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Conclusion of Ohio Convention. 


Columbus, O., April 26.—The Republi- 


can state convention here was of national 
importance. 
The delegates and alter- 


nates-at-large are close personal, as well 
as political friends of the president, and 
the platform is just aa it came from 
Washington, with the addition of the 
anti-trust resolution, and the omission of 
the Porto Rica,n. 


The so-called "Hanna slate" on dele- 


spates and alte.rna.tes-at-larg'e and the 
state ticket went through without any 
breaks. 
There was, however, opposition 


to Food Commissioner Blackburn, be- 
cause he was running for a third term 
and for other local reasons, and to Gen- 
eral Grosvenor for delegate, from the 
friends of ex-Governor Bushnell. 


While the senator's speech yesterday 


was on local state affairs, especially on 
factional and personal preferences, it 
was delivered with more force and feel- 
Ing than his address of Tuesday. 
In de- 


clining to be a. delegate, he delivered a 
philippic against what he termed "ex- 
pediencies." 


When Senator Hanna said he would | 


not serve as a delegate, there was a mo- 
tion to strike out Grosvenor and insert 
Foster, who in recent speeches has made 
several thrusts at Hanna and Grosvenor. 
Foster declined, saying he ''would not 
want to breast the excellent slate that had 
been brought to Ohio from Washington." 


The resolution making Foraker, Nash, 


Grosvenor and Dick the delegates-at- 
la -ge was offered by ex-Sentitor Mlassie 
of Grosvenor's congressional district, and 
the Bushnell men charged that It was the 
Grosvenor plan to avoid balloting. As 
soon as this re-solution was adopted. Gen- 
eral Grosvenor offered a resolution just 
like it, by which the four alterrjates-at- 
largc were also selected in a bunch, with- 
out any of the forms of presenting nam^s 
«>r balloting. 


The convention was unusually harmo- 


nious, with the exception of the personal 
fights made on Grosvenor and Blackburn, 
both of whom won.

How Two Men Narrowly Escaped 


oatiou In • Western Ontario Inn—The 
Beality Was • Perfect Reproduction of 
the Vision of the Brain. 


Miss Mabel Wilonghbjr, writing in 


ilia Toronto Globe, relates this strange 
story: 


"&£»ny years ago my great-nnolo, a 


magistrate of Niagara district, had oc- 
casion, as he often had, to make a jour- 
ney on horseback through some of the 
more unsettled parts of western On- 
tario. As those were the pioneer days, 
many parts of Ontario now thickly aet- 
tled and prosperous communities were 
almost unbroken stretches of forest, in- 
tersected by roads, passable only by 
equestrians.

Feature* of New Mod'el Soon to B« 
I»aed to the Geswian A»my. 


The new small arm for the German 


army (model 97), abont to be Issued to 
the troops, has the same caliber as the 
old. Bnt a number of improvements, 
suggested by practical experience, 
have been made In the new weapon, 
says the New York Sun. 


In the first place, the old magazine, 


with Its five rounds lying one directly 
over the other, required such a depth 
of magazine that the latter extended 
below the stock so much as to cause 
Inconvenience In handling and carry- 
Ing on the shoulder. Moreover, In or- 
der to let the empty loading cases fall 
out, the magazine was left open below, 
and so moisture, dirt and dust were 
admitted necessarily Into the breech 
mechanism. To obviate these disad- 
vantages and defects at the old gun, 
Ihe five cartridges for the magazine 
are no longer held in a case, but are 
fastened together by a metallic loading 
band, which does not enter the gun, 
but when torn off from the cartridges 
leaves them in zizzag \prder, obliquely 
over one another. By th'fs arrangement 
the makers were enabled not only to 
close the magazine below, but also to 
diminish Its depth, leaving the lower 
edge flush with the stock. 


In the next place, the metal mantle 


surrounding: the barrel, with an air 
space between, with a view to protect- 
ing tho hand from the heat of the for- 
mer In firing, has not proveu efficient. 
The new piece has Instead a wooden 
mantle for the hand since, In tb* exper- 
iments, the latter proved In be a far 
better protection. 


The tactical use of tho weapon has 


also been Increased greatly by a new 
sight. The old gun required the large 
leaf of the sight to be raised from 150 
meters on, thus necessitating aiming 
through the narrow silt, which greatly 
limited the soldier's field of view, and 
this at ranges which are nowadays 
the decisive ranges in a battle. The 
new sight has been arranged on a dif- 
ferent plan, the sight being raised by 
steps, so that the soldier has, at least 
at the decisive and medium ranges, a 
clear field of view over the top. 


Finally a number of minor improve- 


ments have been made—for example, in 
the attachment of the bayonet to the 
barrel and of the latter to the stock, 
doing away with the use of screws; 
in Increasing the number of grooves 
In the rifling from four to six, thus 
facilitating the cleaning of the bore, 
and in the introduction of safety de- 
vices to prevent double loading and the 
escape of gases and to Insure against 
unloading before fully closing the 
breech block. 


NIGHT BELL8. 


Varlooi Kind* at Help to Be Invoked 


Tlirousrh Thetr Aid. 


Of night bells of one sort and another 


there will be found In crtlee many. 
There is, for Instance, the drug store 
night bell, which Is old and familiar. 
In large cities there are nowadays 
more drug stores than formerly that 
keep open all night, but the drug store 
night bell Is still an Institution. Inside 
the window there is a light so placed 
that Its Illumination serves at once to 
give a glow to some highly colored 
jar of water—time honored emblem 
of the apothecary—and make that 
serve as a sign and to show to those 
who are seeking it, when they shall 
have come near, the location of the 
bell. 


Likewise Is tho undertaker's night 


bell old and familiar and to be found 
In numbers, with a light so placed 
within as to reveal It plainly. 


A peculiarly modern night bell Is the 


plumber's night bell, for whose coming 
Into existence there are two reasons- 
one the multiplication In cities, for the 
equipment of dwellings in accordance 
with modern Ideas of comfort, of pipes 
and plumbing of all sorts, for steam 
heat and water and gas, and so the 
multiplication of emergencies arising 
out of the use of them; the other be- 
ing the modern way of not putting 
things off till tomorrow, of following 
always a beaten track In doing things, 
but of being ready if called upon for 
work at any time, day or night. 
t The night bell that probably is to be 
found in most limited number and 
then only in great maritime cities is 
the night bell of the wrecking com- 
pany. Evan in this big town there Is 
perhaps but one such night bell, but 
there is at least one, which may be 
found placed in the wall outside of a 
wrecking company's office, in a water- 
side street, with a painted sign on the 
wall beside it, in the usual familiar 
words, "Night bell," a place where 
one can go to get help for vessels in 
distress by night as well as by day.— 
New York Sun.

BAN ON CIGARETTES. 


Chicago Btisiuens House* Have Tak- 


en Action Aervinst Paper Pipes. 
Several Chicago business houses 


have put a ban on cigarette smoking 
by their employees, saying that tha 
habit is detrimental to efficient serv- 
ice. 
Absolute prohibition has been 


declared by three large firms and one 
large railroad, and others are expected, 
to follow this initiative, says the Chica- 
go Post. The concerns which already 
have 
forbidden 
cigarette 
smoking 


among their employees are Montgom- 
ery Ward & Co., the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy railroad, Heath & Mil- 
ligan Manufacturing company 
and 


Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co. 


Aside from the effects on the mind, 


it 1= uaimed that nicotine is doing 
such physical injury to clerks and of- 
lice boys as to cause loss to employers. 
One firm has started a fund, to be sub- 
scribed to by 20 business houses, who 
are asked to join a crusade against the 
use of the cigarette by the employees 
of all the large department stores and 
the factories in Chicago. By the pro- 
hibitions already enforced 1,100 em- 
ployees are now affected. 
Of these 


80 per cent are boys under 18 years of 
age. It is estimated that GOO who arc 
now abstaining from cigarette smoking 
formerly were smokers. In a few days 
Miss Lucy Page Gaston, superintend- 
ent of the Anticigarette league, will 
send out a circular to ascertain the 
possibilities of organizing a society for 
the prohibition of cigarette smoking 
among employees of business houses. 


Kovel Bank: For RallivaT Employees. 


George P. Kurtz, city treasurer of 


Cleveland, has started a bank exclu- 
sively for the use of railroad employees, 
says the Chicago Times-Herald., The 
scheme Is a novel one and illustrates 
the growing tendency of railroads to 
become more and more a world of their 
own. Mr. Kurtz has interested a num- 
ber of railrr ad financiers in his scheme, 
and it is assured capable direction. 
One novel feature is that the depos- 
itors will Le given the right to elect 
their own directory. 
In Cleveland 


there are aikrat 4,500 railroad employ- 
ees, 
and as> a class they are thrifty. 


Owing to tbe fact that they cannot al- 
ways get av.*ay from business in time 
lo make deposits Mr. Kurtz "will ap- 
point collectors whose business it will 
be to solicit deposits from §1 up. In 
addition he Is considering the advisa- 
bility of establishing collecting stations 
in places near the largest number of 
employees. 


Bclflrinm's International Exposition, 


There is already considerable enthu- 


siasm over the projected Brussels inter- 
national exhibition of 1005, says the 
Baltimore N*ws. Large industrial con- 
cerns throughout the country are going 
into the mniter seriously, and, in view 
of the fact that the exhibition will cel- 
rbrate the seventy-fifth year of Bel- 
gian independence, the exhibition prom- 
ises to be more interesting than that 
of 189T.

/ Mr. Goldwin Smith, who left his high 
place in British politics and in Oxford 
university to live in Canada, has just 
returned from a stay of a few months 
In Italy. He spoke freely to a reporter 
of the New York Sun at the Fifth Ave- 
nue hotel the other day on thenvar in 
South Africa and the Boers' place 
among nations. His remarks are wor- 
thy of careful attention. - 


"None of my English friends and 


correspondents," said Mr. Smith, "has 
ever doubted what would be the issue 
of a war in which the entire forces of 
the British empire were opposed to 
those of a population not half as large 
ns the population of Liverpool. 
The 


Boers have put into the field decrepi- 
tude and childhood. They have no re- 
serves. 
We shall win, and, having 


won, 
we shall, too, probably reap in 


the judgment,of posterity a measure 
of the same glory which we reaped by 
the burning of Joan of Arc. TVe shall 
be fortunate if we escape the guilt of

opening an era of unscrupulous rapac- 
ity and violence which might throw 
back for a century the progress of mor- 
al civilization. 


"A civilian can have nothing to say 


about this dispute as to the conduct of 
our generals. The generals were dis- 
tinguished men. The British soldier 
has shown bis wonted valor. Cana- 
dian and Australian have fought gal- 
lantly at his si«e. Our military admin- 
istration seems also to have really done 
well and put into the field with striking 
rapidity an unexpected 
amouftt of 


force. 
But besides the difficulties of 


the country we have encountered in 
our enemy a moral force on which we 
did not reckon and which escaped the 
discernment of Mr. Cecil Rhodes. We 
have encountered in its great^t Jn- 
tensify That enthusiastic patriotism 
which turns the sluggard's blood to 
flame. 


"Can history show a more memora- 


ble fight for independence than that 
which is being made by the Boer? Does 
it yield to that made by Switzerland 
against Austria and Burgundy or to 
that made by the Tyrolese under Ho- 
fer? The Boer gets no pay; no com- 
forts and luxuries are provided ;for 
him by fashionable society; he can look 
forward to no medals or pensions; he 
voluntarily endures the utmost bard- 
ships of war; his discipline, though nn- 
forced, seems never to fall. Boys of 
10_a correspondent at the Cape tells 
me even of 14—take the rifle from the 
hand of the mother, who remains to 
pray for them in her lonely home, and 
stand beside their grandsires to face 
the murderous artillery of modern war. 
A newspaper correspondent the other 
day saw a boy of 16 lying mangled on 
the field and saying, 'It does not hurt 
much; only I am so thirsty.' Rude, 
narrow minded, fanatical in j:heir reli- 
gion, these men may be; so were the 
old Scotch Calvinists, so have been 
some of the noblest wildstoclts of hu- 
manity, but surely they are not un- 
worthy to guard a nation. 


"Ax on shoulder, the Boers twice 


went out to make for themselves a 
home in the wilderness where they 
might live their own life. Who had a 
right to take it from them? Her Bri- 
tannic majesty did not create Africa. 
We are coming again to the era in 
which popes meted out the earth with 
their flat and barred a whole hemi- 
sphere against mankind. If a gold 
mine was found in the Boer's territory, 
was It not his? 


"The Transvaal franchise needed re- 


form. So did that of England, within 
living memory, and in a still greater 
degree. But reform was not the ob- 
ject of Mr. Cecil Rhodes and bis polit- 
ical allies. What they wanted was to 
give the ballot to people that they 
knew would use it to vote away the 
independence of the state. There Is 
too much truth in the saying that this 
is the second Jameson raid. It makes 
me sad to think into what hands my 
country has fallen. 
Had Lord Salis- 


bury kept the matter in his own hands, 
as he ought—for it was really a foreign, 
not 'a colonial, question—there would 
have been no war. 


"The Boers had in the convention of 


1881 as clear a covenant for complete 
Internal government as words could 
express. That convention was not a 
grant from a sovereign, subject to 
withdrawal at his pleasure. It was a 
contract between two parties, the cov- 
enants of which each of them was 
bound to keep and submit, In case of 
dispute as to their import, to Impartial 
arbitration. 


"Even in Italy, where I have been, 


though the general feeling of the na- 
tion is very friendly to Great Britain, 
the heart of the people on this occa- 
sion is with ihe little republic which la 
fighting 
for f Its independence. So is 


the heart of the people everywhere, 
whatever the diplomatic action of the 
governments may be. 


"In England the people at present 


are mad with the war fever, which 
fflrries everybody away while It lasts. 
The Crimean war, which was under- 


takes to prop up the 
and has thus made us responsible for 
the Armenian massacres, has now not 
a single defender. 
But at the time 


everybody was wild with the excite- 
ment, which 'has left its traj:e In the 
lines of TeHnyscp m 'Maud,' which fro 
are told there ifc reason for believing 
that he afterward himself wished un- 
written. Excitement Is increased by 
the near sight cff the fighting through 
the 
electric 
tfclegraph. 
There 
are 


masses of the population to whom this 
is simply a new kind of gin. The Tory 
party, of course, is for war, the con- 
nection of which with political reaction 
it cannot fail to see. So are the Buro- 
peumzed Americans. So is the political 
state church. To know the real Judg- 
ment of the nation we must «nlt for 
a calmer hour. I am told, on excep- 
tionally good authority, that there is 
not a little silent opposition and some 
of it in unexpected quarters. 


"I cannot help feeling ashamed of 


the service which tte British govern- 
ment >is now accepting at the bauds of 
Portugal, perhaps extorting from her 
weakness. The transmission of troops 
by a neutral through his territory for 
the purpose of attacking a friendly 
state Is surely as manifest and as fla- 
grant a beach of international law and 
right as it was possible to commit. 
What would have been said If In the 
Franco-German war Switzerland had 
allowed the troops of either of those 
two powers to pass through her terri- 
tory for the purpose of attacking the 
other? The treaty which Is pleaded 
as the warrant in this case probably 
had In view merely mutual support in 
the bepresiion of outbreaks among 
savage tribes. But no treaty between 
two governments, whatever might be 
its object, Could override the public 
law of nations any more than two pri- 
vate individuals can take themselves 
by private contract out of the law of 
the land. There would have been pro- 
tests on all hands If the Injured party 
had been a great power. But nobody 
seems to care what wrong is done to 
the weak. 


"We are threatened with another dis- 


grace. 
This 'is in great measure a 


struggle between races, the Dutch and 
the British, thej British avowing their 
determination' to assert their ascend- 
ency in South7 Africa, 
Many of the 


Dutch within the Cape Colony have nat- 
urally and inevitably been drawn Into 
showing active sympathy with the up- 
holders of Dutch independence. 
For 


this they are called traitors; formally 
they may be, but morally they are not. 
Some of the viler sort of British at the 
Cape are clamoring for traitors' blood, 
and they are backed by the Tlolent or- 
gans of their, party in England. But 
if our government should be so lost to 
the dictates alike of mercy and wisdom 
as to give way to them, which I can 
hardly think possible, the voice of the 
nations, and that of the American peo- 
ple among the rest, would in this case 
surely be heard."

IMMENSE-APPLE ORCHARD. 


Lartreit In the World Being; Planted 


Neayr Leaven-worth, Kan. 


The prospects for a big fruit crop 


never looked brighter than at present 
in Kansas. Apples, peaches and all 
kinds of fruit trees passed through the 
winter -without injury from freezing, 
and the budding and blossoming are 
coming along nicely. So far there has 
not been the slightest injury from 
frost 


The planting of several large or- 


chards is now in progress in this sec- 
tion of the state. A force of men, 
mostly veterans from the soldiers' 
home, are working, planting 12,000 ap- 
ple trees on the farm of ex-Governor 
E. N. Morrill, south of Leavenworth, 
near the Leavenworth and Wyandotte 
county lines, cays the St Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 


There have been 450 acres of this 


i farm set out in apple trees within 
| three years, and m two years more 
1 there w'H"be 800 acres of land in one 


body in apple trees on the farm. It will 
be the largnst apple orchard In one 
body in the world when completed. 
At present the rows of apple trees are 
one mile and a quarter long. They are 
16 feet apart and straight

The 12,000 trees are planted trader j 


the supervision of JYancis Goble, an i 
expert horticulturist. Most of the trees ' 
are of the Jonathan, Ben Davis, wil- 
lowtwig, Missouri pippin and wlnesap 
varieties. Those planted this spring 
are expected to bear a light crop In 
three years.

ROMAN COIN [N WISCONSIN. !

*Pnrned Dp Piece of Money 


Over Two Thoutttuid Years Old. 
C. A. ISkrt, a German teacher and 


Instructor in German in the public 
whools.of ??aw Glanis, Wis., is the for- 
tunate owner of a piece of money coin- 
ed about 260 B. 0. The coin is. a Ro- 
man denarius, coined by the family ot 
Oaris^a. So far as known there Is but 
one other in the United States, the one 
bought by the government for the na- 
tlooal museum. 


Mr. Iffert's coin was found at New 


Glams, about 3^ feet below the sur- 
face, while a company of workmen 
were excavating for the foundation of 
an Icehouse for a brew«ry, says the 
Chicago Becord. The man who picked 
it up took it for a nickel, but after 
discovering his snistSSre sold it to the 
present possessor for 10 cents, or rath- 
er two glasses of beer. The com, no 
doubt, is worth $1,000 or more. It is of 
about the size and thickness of a nick- 
el. The metal is a bronxe composition 
washed with silver. 
On the obverse 


side, in bold relief, is the figure of a 
Lead •facing to the left On the reverse 
side are two human figures in the act 
of walking, facing to the right. Each is 
carrying something resembling a lance 
in his left hand, while the right Is lean- 
ing on some object behind. 
Above 


their heads and between the two fig- 
ures is a representation, of an anvil and 
a pair of tongs. There is no edging on 
either side.' 


How the coin came to be In New 


Glams ia a matter of conjecture. The 
most plausible theory is that it was lost 
by the French traders who frequented 
this region during the seventeenth cen- 
tury. 
No one of the Swiss colony, 


whose descendants 
now form the 


thrifty town of New Glams, ever own- 
ed a. coin of the kind. Further, it could 
not have worked its way under the soil 
to such a depth since 1845, when the 
first Swiss came to Wisconsin and 
brought this land under cultivation for 
the first time.

The Old Way of Shrinking Them oa 


and the Slodem Way, 


The old way of putting a tire on a 


wheel was to shrink it on. The tire 
was made just n trifle smaller than the 
wheel and then heated, with the result 
of expanding it slightly. 
When thus 


heated it was crowded down over the 
rim of the v.'heel and then cooled with 
water to keep it from burning the 
wheel and also to contract it. 
Cool- 


ing, it was shrunk on to bind the wheel 
tightly. The modern way of putting a 
tire on a wheel is with a hydraulic 
tire setting press. 


By this method the tire is made just 


a trifle larger than the wheel, so that 
it will go over the r&i freely. 
The 


bed of this press, upon which the 
wheel lies horizontally, with an open- 
ing at the center for the hub, is com- 
posed of IS sections, radiating from 
the center and in shape like the spaces 
between the spokes of a wheel. 
The 


outer end of each section is turned up- 
ward, the turned up ends making a 
continuous flange, or collar, all around 
the bed of the press. Each one of the 
sections has under it a hydraulic cylin- 
der, and the sections are all arranged 
to work to a common center. In use 
the wheel is laid on the press with the 
cold tire around it within that turned 
up collar, or flange, around the edge. 
When the press is set in operation, the 
collar, or flange, is irresistibly contract- 
ed. When it comes in contact with tha 
tire around the wheel, it does not bring 
up against it. but keeps on contracting 
just the same, now contracting the 
tire as well and setting it upon the 
wheel, the inr.ssure being continued 
until the whpol it.'df lias been brought 
to the requisite degree of dishing.— 
New York Sun.

A Mix-up on Cyclopedia Recomenda- 


tions, Supt. Hall's Statement 


There have been lively times In the 


local encyclopedia.,'market for the last 
few days, since the publication of a 
recent article in this paper raiding 
the use of Superintendent Hall's name 
by several agents. The affair has be- 
come complicated from the fact that 
there are two sets of encyclopedias, 
both intended for school use, now being 
sold in the city. The chief difference Is 
that one is of four volumes and one is 
a two volume work. 


Mr. Hall is satisfied that the four 


volume agents have not been exceeding 
the authority given them by him, while 
he thinks that the parents have been 
misled in regard to his position on the 
two volume one. Both set^of agents have 
been very much worried, th»twovolume 
agents because they claim they have 
not exceeded their authority and the 
four volume agents because they fear 
their business will be mixed with that 
of the two volume agents. 


It is not strange that parents should 


become confused by this multiplicity of 
recommendations and counter state- 
ments from the same source. As the 
four volume agents have quite an elab- 
orate system of recommendations from 
Mr. Hall and others, the

statement is given by the superintend- 
ent as to just what his position is in 
regard to recommendations: , 


"The superintendent of schools

never given any encyclopedia agent 
the right to say that he is sent by the 
superintendent to urge parents to buy 
his books. Any testimonial or note 
given is designed simply to aid parents 
or pupils by calling attention to the 
comparative merits of the book shown."

Plumbers' Combine Illegal 


There is local interest in the decision 


of Judge Leathers of Indianapolis, two 
weeks ago, that the maste/ plumbers' 
association of that city, and the deal- 
erg in plumbers' supplies controled by 
it, have maintained a conspiracy in 
restraint of trade, and that tfiiase op- 
pressed by it have a right to recover 
costs and damages against the dealers 
So hard pressed were the "outsiders" 
of Indianapolis to get stock that many 
had to go to Chicago, Cincinanti and 
other cities as distant. These dumb- 
era finally got together, hired counsel 
and brought a test suit in the name 
of one of them, against the dealers in 
the association, alleging an unlawful 
conspiracy In restraint of trade. The 
court, after a thorough trial, sustained 
the complaint, holding that the de- 
fendants were discriminating against 
the plaintiff and others not in the com- 
bination, and that their refusal to sell 
to the plaintiff and others in tRe same 
position was contrary to the law of tha 
state and to public policy. The court 
further held that the plaintiff had a 
right to damages, because of the ex- 
pense and inconvenience resulting to 
him from the defendants' unlawful ac- 
tion. The situation in many New Eng- 
land cities has been similar to that in 
the Indiana capital.

How to Plant Trees Saturday 


Saturday is Arbor day appointed l>y 


the governor, when everybody is ex- 
pected to plant a tree. The following 
are extracts from the directions given 
hy Superintendent Doogue of Boston in 
directing- the work of tree planting, 
which should be of Interest Here: 


The holes muejt be not less than tKree 


feet square and three feet deep and 
filled with the best possible virgin soil 
obtainable. 


It Is useless to plant with a less 


amount of loam, or loam of a poor 
quality. 


Trees are to be planted not nror* 


than three inches beJoro- the- crown or 
collar of the tree. 


Holes should be deep and filled with 


loam before receiving* the trees, tftus 
saving every unnecessary exposure of 
the roots.

Uttle OhBitoe For Any On* to Oat Blob 


Quickly by Helping Himself to. Uncle 
Sam's Treasure—Putrolm, BcfolTwre and 
Winchesters In Plenty. 


Probably not one person ont of a hun- 


dred1 who pass by the Philadelphia mint, 
that grim looking edifice at Ohertnut 
and Juniper streets, after nightfall real- 
izes what is going on inside. There is 
nothing mean about Uncle Sam, but he 
,is determined that any one who gets 
his money shall get it honeatly and by 
process duly laid down. Therefore? he 
has taken all kinds of precautions to 
properly protect, especially at night, 
the millions upon millions piled up in 


• the vaults. 


The doors of the mint are closed ev- 


ery \\veekday promptly at 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon. After that hour no one 
but mint employees have any bueinees 
within the walls which inclose so mnoh 
money, aud no one can either stay in 
or get in without a special permit from 
the superintendent. Needless to •say, 
this is difficult to obtain. 


Simultaneously with the closing of 


the doors at 4 o'clock the first shift of 
the night guard goes on duty. The shift 
is composed of the captain of the guard 
and 11 stalwart men. . As the men file 
out to begin their round each one is 
handed a big Colt's revolver of the most 
approved pattern and loaded with big 
cartridges. 


From then on till midnight seven of 


the 11 guards patrol without cessation 
every floor of the-inaide of the mint, from 
the corridors of the gloomy vaults 
•where, away down in the earth, are 
stowed eighty odd million dollars in 
silver and almost as mnoh gold, to the 
top Soor, where there is nothing more 
valuable than machinery. Placed at fre- 
quent intervals throughout the corridors 
are electrical devices for enabling the 
captain of the guard to keep tabs on his 
men. Each of these little machines com- 
municate* with the rotunda opposite 
the Chestnut street entrance to the 
mint. Here it is that the captain is sta- 
tioned all through the long hours of 
his shift. Every two minutes and a 
half the central machine in the rotunda 
denotes the presence of gome one of the 
guard at eome particular station in the 
building. If it doesn't, then the cap- 
tain knows that something is wrong, 
and he immediately proceeds to discov- 
er what it is. 


But it has been a long time since the 


little machine failed to send forth its 
announcement at the proper time,.for 
the mint guards are patrolling up and 
down outside the big building, careful- 
ly watching that no suspicious charac- 
ters approach too near the vast treasure 
left in their care. 


Promptly at midnight the eecond 


Ehift of the night guard puts in an ap- 
pearance to relieve the early shift. It 
is also composed of a captain and 11 
men, 
and they are split up, as the other 


Bqnad, into inside and outside details. 
From midnight on until 7 o'clock in 
the morning they follow in the foot- 
steps of the first shift, with every fac- 
ulty alert to catch an intruder. 


The big revolvers are not the only 


weapons upon which the guards have 
to rely. On each side of the main cor- 
ridor leading from the Chestnut street 
entrance stands a walnut case. Through 
the polished glass front of one frown 
20 Winchester rifles. The other con- 
tains as many ugly looking carbines. 
To grab these dispensers of death woold 
be but the work of an instant for the 
guards, and then woe be unto any man 
or men upon whom it might be found 
necessary to turn them. ~ 


• For tHe revolvers there is kept con- 
stantly on hand in the mint 500 ronnds 
of ammunition, and for the rifles and 
carbines 2,500 rounds. 
Each of the 


guards is an expert in the use of both 
the pistol and the gun, and each is en- 
dowed with a plentiful stock of cour- 
age; hence a combination capable of 
successfully resisting almost anything 
less than a regiment. 


The superintendent and assistant cus- 


todian both talked to the reporter about 
the methods in use to protect the mint 
and its contents. Both smiled signifi- 
cantly when the possibility of one get- 
ting away with a portion of the vast 
treasure was suggested- 


"It would be folly for any one to try 


it," was the superintendent's only com- 
ment. To it the assistant custodian nod- 
ded emphatic assent. 


"I have been here for a good many 


years," the latter said, "and no/och 
attempt has ever been made. It is prac- 
tically impossible for any one to break 
into the mint from the outside, and no 
one could secrete himself in the build- 
ing during the hours when it is open to 
visitors and hope to avoid discovery. 
We search every nook and corner of the 
structure carefully aa soon as the doors 
are closed for the day, and you may 
rest assured if any one who had no 
business within these walls was found 
be would regret the day he was born." 


In addition to the two shifts of night 


guards, the superintendent and assistant 
custodian have a habit of dropping in 
at the mint at odd hours of the night to 
see that every thing is going on all right. 


The mint is connected with the cen- 


tral telephone station, and should there 
be trouble the captain of the guard 
could communicate with police head- 
quarters in a brief space of time. 


"If you come across anybody who 


thinks he can get rich quickly by help- 
ing himself to our coin," remarked the 
superintendent in parting, "just advice 
him to think it over carefully first." 


In compliance with the superintend- 


ent's suggestion the advice is hereby 
given. 


And it is pretty good advice to follow 


too.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

New Schedule Adopted by Insurance 


Exchange for Farm Building! 


Mention was made in this paper some 


time ago of the plan, to increase tlxe 
file -insurance rates of farm property in 
this state. A committee was appointed 
to draw up a schedule, but dl'A not re- 
port till the meeting o<f the exchange 
last Saturday. At that time the- new 
schedule of rates was adopted, and will 
g-o into effect at once through this 
state: 


Farm property occupied by owner- 


Dwelling and contents, and barns and 
contents, when barn Is not more than 
300 feet from dwelling, and written 
with dwelling, one year .60, three years, 
$1.50: barns and contents more than 300 
t'eet from dwellings, when written with 
dwellings, one year, .SO, i..ree years, 
JJ.OO; bariiri and contents when writ- 
ten without 
dwelling, 
one year, $1; 


three years, $2.50. 


T<?iiant farm property—Dwellings and 


contents and barn ;md contents, when 
barn is not more than 300 feet from 
dwelling, and written with dwelling, 
one year, .90, three years, $2.25; barns 
and contents, more than SOU feet from 
dwellings when written with dwellings, 
one year, $1, three years. $2.50; barns 
and contents when written without 
duellings, one year, $1.20, three years. 
$3.00; farm buildings occupied by fore- 
man or superintendent of farm are not 
to be considered tenant 
farms. No 


farm property shall bo written for a 
longer term than three years. 


These rates include some increases 


and a fe\v reductions as compai c-d with 
the?!' previously recommended by the 
executive committee. 


In connection with the action record- 


ed above, an insurance p.aper says: 


Massachusetts is not generally known 


as an agricultural state, yet the value 
of its farm products aggregates $2S,- 
000,000 yearly, comparing favorably 
with the woolen mill and the paper mill 
output. In fact farming stands fourth 
in the- list of the productive activities 
of the Bay State. The commonwealth 
contains 34,374 farms, and 445,000 people 
are living on them. The assessed value 
of farm buildings in Massachusetts in 
round numbers is $65,000,000, that of 
live stock $14,200,*000, and thatj of Im- 
plements, farm utensils and machinery 
$6,000,000. With a reasonable estimate 
of the value of household furniture and 
other contents of dwellings, we have 
the amount of about $100,000,000 worth 
of insurable farm property in Massa- 
chusetts. 


No one believes that the rates adopt- 


ed Saturday are sufficient to pay the 
Massachusetts farm losses, if the num- 
ber of farm fires shall continue to be 
as great as it has been for the past few 
years. But the s'mall advance in rates 
adopted is an effort in the right direc- 
tion, and it appears that a number of 
influential and experienced companies 
are willing to continue the endeavor to 
find a profit in the business at the new 
lates. It is not likely that the com- 
panies generally will seek farm busi- 
ness, even at this advance.

CAMPAIGN EXPENSES AGAIN 


Senator Tolman's Position Explained 


More Fully in Discussion 


The Btate senate has backed water 


"a little on the^ corrupt practices act, 
and the bin has bkeu postponed to 
Tuesday. Senator Tolman of Pitfsneld 
though he does not see how the bill 
will owe tie evil at which It is aimed, 
voted for reconsideration. He says 
that he did not make any speech in the 
senate Tuesday against the bill, but 
merely asked a polntedi Question about 
it, -with an implication that the law 
was a farce—a question which Senator 
"Washburn did not answer. The senate 
rejected the bill then, with, only Wash- 
burn's vote in its favor. 


In speaking for the bill yesterday, 


Senator Keneflck explained the pit-sent 
law, 
and showed that the rejected bill 


was intended to make it more capable 
of enforcement. If the law is good, it 
should be enforced, otherwise let 
1C 


bo repealed. By the present loopKole, 
the existing law cannot be enforced. 
He would have the pending bill passed 
and the law given fi fair trial. If re- 
consideration prevailed, he would move 
the postponement of the measure until 
next Tuesday, when Mr. Washburn 
could be present. 


Mr. Keliher of Suffolk opposed recon- 


sideration, and thought the law would 
never be enforced. Mr. Innes of Suf- 
folk said the friends of the present 
law 
wamted 
this amendment, and 


thought it should be passed so as to 
enable the secreta.iv of state to enforce 
the law. If it is proved objectionable, 
ab many believe it will be, then it can 
be repealed. The pending bill merely 
requires committees spending less than 
$20 to certify that fact. 


Mr. Tolman of Berkshire asked how 


many prosecuions had been attempted 
under the present law, and Mr. Kene- 
fick of Ilamndcn replied that none 
had been attempted, on account of this 
loophole, as no one outside a commit- 
tee can give proc-f that Us expensed 
have exceeded S20. The friends of the 
law are entitled to have it made easy 
of operation. 
, Mr. Tolman said it is not political 
committees, but individuals, who spend 
the bulk of money tsar political pur- 
poses. If tha law is to amount to any- 
thing, the law should IJR made to apply 
to individuals also. He did not oppose 
reconsideration, f»ut thought the law 
did not strike the root of the matter. 


Mr. Innes claimed that the law does 


apply to Individuals, and that In Eng- 
land similar laws have been found 
effective. If public sentiment does not 
support the law, the law will be re- 
pealed.
